Statistics gathered by tbe Insurance Press show that 
faring the year 1914 life insurance organizations of the 
United States and Canada distributed the enormous sum 
of $646,550,000. Of this amount $419,300,000 represents 
olalins paid in the United States and Canada, and the rest 
payinents for permium savings and surrender values, and 
Eo aimuitants and in foreign countries. 


Claims were paid tn Indianapolis amounting to $1,- 
810,500; the next largest payments in the state were made 
in Terre Haute, amounting to $437,500; Richmond receiv- 
ed $351,250; EvansviUe, $311,000; South Bend, $265,250; 
Fort Wayne, $201,750, Lafayette, $179,500; Anderson, 
$138,750; Marion, $127,500; Logansport, $106,000. There 
were ninety-five cities in the state where the claims 
amounted to more than $10,000. 


That the life insurance companies constitute a tre- 
mendous financial factor in America has long been fully 
realized, hu t the real extent of their operations will prob- 
ably be a revelation to those who have not heretofore 
taken occasion to look into the matter. During the past 
year the aggregate of the life insurance written and re- 
volved in the United States by the regular companies was 
almost $3,300,000, the increase of 1912 amounting to $152,- 
000,000, the press statistics show. 


The general conditions of other lines of business were 
indicated by record of the life insurance business, notably 
by the records of policy loans. The adverse conditionis of 
business in 1913 was indicated by the increase in policy 
loans during the year, the Press says. 


The amount of the increase of the outstanding loan 
account at the close of the vear was $63,725,000, agaiust an 
increase of $43,244,000 in 1912, a difference of nearly $20,- 
500,000. The disbursements for surrendered and pui^ 
chased policies amounted last year to $87,350,000, an in- 
crease of about $3,350,000 over the amount of 1912. 


The record of the payments for death claims and ma- 
tured endowments last year by the companies that had 95 
per cent, of the business showed increase to the amount of 
$5,530,000, compared with $14,890,000 for 1912. In many 
cases of death claims, accidents were cited, notably auto- 
mobile accidents. 


In this connection it is interesting to note that the life 
insurance business was never so capably conducted as it 
is today, and that never have the interests of the policy- 
holder been so carefully^ safeguarded by legal restriction 
as is the case today. 


Trustee Branning supplies the interesting informa- 
tion that owners of 363 dogs in Wayne township have thus 
far this year neglected to pay taxes on the canines, arid 
that prosecutions will begin on July 5 in those cases in 
which payment has not been made, with the execution on 
the dog on which tax has not been paid as th« extreme 
penalty. The serious phase of the problem is whether 
Wayne tovmship can really afford to spare any of those 363 


In deciding its first waterworks case the Indiana pub- 
lice service commission has ordered a reduction in the 
water rate to private consumers at Richmond from 25 
cents to 20 cents per thousand gallons. The incident is of 
local interest chiefly from the fact that it affords Fort 
Wayne another occasion to be grateful that it owns its own 
waterworks system. We are stiU getting off much easier 
than Richmond in the matter of water prices. 


Auditor Calvin H. Brown's settlement sheets show 
that Allen county collected a total of more than $891,000 
in taxes in the spring installment this year, or about $80,- 
000 in excess of any previous collection. You will observe 
incidentally that Allen is not only a pretty.big sort of 
,county but that it is stOl getting bigger.

New York Lads Learning 


About Prehistoric 


Tools. 


New 
York, 
June 
19.—Any 
public 
school boy who may be cast on a desert 
island, like Robinson Cruso, may know 
how to take care of himself and get 
along comfortably if an experiment suc- 
ceeds which has been started in the 
American Museum of Natural History 
and similar institutions in other cities. 


Thirty-five boys of 5B 
grade, 
age 
about 12 years, were chosen for the class 
here. All of them prepared for the les- 
sons by reading "Robinson Crusoe." At 
their first visit to the museum they were 
taken to a small lecture hall, where the 
teacher had placed a collection of stone 
implements, woodeii, shell 
and 
gourd 
utensils, baskets, pottery and weapons. 
As the boys handled 
and 
acquainted 
themselves with the construction and 
utility of these articles the teacher point- 
ed out to them that these were the ma- 
terials on which primitive man had to 
depend, and in shaping which tb his use 
he had to exercise his powers of inven- 
tion. 
This was a lesson on the begin- 
ning of things, and it was thorughly 
learned by the boys before they wera 
taken to anything else. 
. 


The instruction 
then 
proceeded 
to 
show the increase of man's power over 
matter, as illustrated by the evolution 
of tools and the gradual development of 
perception and memory into reason. 
A 
river pebble was shown as the earliest 
hammer; next the hammerBtone, with 
pits hollowed to fit the " thucb 
and 
flngerti' then the shaping M 


ment to augment its utility while di- 
minishing the effort required to produce 
effect. 
Axes and knives of flint, chert 
and . obsidian were examined,. and sym- 
nietr}-^ and adaptation, as brought out 
by successive human periods, were close- 
ly observed. 


TTie object lessons included study of 
the primitive digging stick, precui'sor 
of the lioe and plow; bows, 
arrows, 
slings, shell and iron pointed spears; 
implements designed for the prepara- 
tion of food and their development into 
modern dishes. 
Emphasis was laid on 
the persistence of form in certain ar- 
ticles, and on the consequent ingenuity 
and invention from simple origins %vhich 
led to the complex machinery and proc- 
esses of modern times. 


One lesson took up fire making and 
the preparation of clothing, and then 
the instinct for making useful things 
shapely, and for expression of the hu- 
man love of beauty in the beginning of 
art. 


When class work was finished some of 
the boys called at the museum of their, 
own accord to ask the instructor fiu'- 
ther questions concerning classroom sub- 
jects, showing that the class work had 
not only interested them, but had mado 
them eager to learn more.

Noted Editor, Said to Be 
Dying in Paris. 


HE EDITS BY CABLE 


New York, June 19.—The shadow of 
death has fallen upon James Gordon Ben- 
nett, „editor of the New. York Herald, 
and every civilized nation in the world 
feels a personal interest in the fight the 
"colossus of the fourth estate" is wag- 
ing with death. 


Bennett was born in New York; he's 
dying in Paris,; the whole world was his 
home, and oven the boundaries of civil- 
iration marked no limit to his activities 
and his explorations. 


From world-end to Avorld-end he was 
known, and 
liis friends were oftener 
kings than commoners, for Bennett was 
bom to wealth and artistocracy. 
He

hobnobbed with Carlos of Portugal, and 
with Leopold of Belgium, and the na- 
tives of Tibet tell many a weird tale ot 
the "great traveler" who was so lavish- 
ly entertained in the palace of the lama. 


Bennett was a man of vast wealth an^l 
an aristocrat 
by birth, yet he 
spent 
much of his wealth and gave much of 
his personal 
attention 
to 
alleviating 
poverty, aa well as to advancing science 
and promoting civilization—and a lot of 
his money was spent in high living. 


A bachelor Avith no home ties, the Her- 
ald's editor has several homes. 
A house 
on the Hudson wliich he seldom visits, a 
ohateur on the Riviera, another chateau 
at Versailles—tlie same that Louis XI^'' 
built for a queen, and two splendid es- 
tablishments in Paris are kept always in 
Imperial grandeur 
a-waitinj^ a 
chance 
33it from the "man wlio pays the rent." 


It's from some one of these "palaces" 
yr from his yacht that James Gordon 
Bennett edits the Herald by cable. 
He 
reads every issue of the paper, which 
he receives by mail. 
He knows 
who 
yrote the least important article in it, 
he comments on every story. He fires 
and he hires editorial writers and cub 
reporters. 


He defines policies by cable and keeps 
the wires liot tearing tliese policies to 
pieces, and incidentally tearing to shreds 
the nerves of his subordinates. 


Bennett is called the most eccentric of 
men. 
Every 
one connected . with 
the 
Herald agrees that he is entitled to liis 
reputation. 
He rules his men like 
a 
despot; his word is law, and there's no 
ippeal 
from Ins mandates. 
Yet, not- 
withstanding the iron rod so unrelent- 
iessly wielded, many of his 
employes 
hold him in high esteem. 


Bennett a? editor of the Herald chal- 
lenged the admiration of the world by 
sending Henry M. Stanley to Africa to 
find Explorer Livingston. 
That was in 
1874, two years after Bennett had taken 
his father's place in the Herald office. 


From that time on he has kept the 
•world guessing on what he would 
do 
next; sensation followed sensation. 
He 
fitted 
out the Jeannette polar expedi- 
tion; he sent funds to famine sufferers 
in Ireland; he sent coi'reapondents 
to 
the ends of the world to promote humane 
movements, 
to 
enlarge 
the 
field 
of. 
science, to relieve human suffering— to 
endea-vor to build up a great newspaper.

IN CLASS ADDRESS 


Largest Class in History 
Comes from Fort Wayne 
High School. 


Surrounded 
by 
the 
teaobers 
with 
•whom they had been assooiated in school 
work for the past four years and mem- 
ber« of the school board, one hundred 
and twentv-five boys and girls were pre- 
eented 
diplomas 
Thursday 
evening on 
the stage of the Majestic theater at the 
fiftieth annual 
commencement 
of 
the 
Fort Wayne High and Manual Training 
school. 


The class was the largest ever grad- 
uated from the Fort Wayne high school 
and attired in the conventional cap and 
gown presented a very pleasing and in- 
spiring appearanrp , and as the curtain 
arose revealing the class and l^eaiitifuUy 
decorated stage to the aiidicnce the ap- 
plauB« that followed was loud and pro- 
longed. 


Not a vacant seat wa.T? left in the the- 
ater 
and 
the commencement 
directors 
stated that more than two hundred peo- 
ple were turneri away, unable 
to 
be 
taken care of because of the exception- 
ally large audience. 
Many came to the 
theater thinking they would be able to 
procure tickets, but it was npcessary to 
disappoint them. 


Each number 
on the 
rommencement 
program wn.s presented in an exception- 
ally pleasing manner. 
The elass address 
was delivered by Prof. Percy IT. Boyn- 
ton, dean of junior rolletres at (he T'ni- 
versity 
of Chi^-ago. 
Tiis subject v.-as, 
"The School and the r'ommunity." 
The 
salutatory 
address 
was 
delivered 
by 
Christine Dorothea Eckhardt and 
Mar- 
jorie Alice Mahurin was the valedicto- 
rian. 
Diplomas were presented "'iy Ern- 
est W. Took, president 
of the 
school 
board. 
"Rev. E. Q). Lnudeman. pastor of 
the First 
Evanaelical church, delivered 
the invocation and tho musical program 
was rendered 
by tbo Majestic theater 
orchestra. 


We Ave Inconsistent. 


In 
beginning 
his 
address 
Professor 
Boynton declarf-d (hat ;is a whole the 
American people are incluied to pay the 
least attention to the tilings they are 
accustomed to and lie added that incon- 
sistency and a lack of concentration is 
very much in evidence throughout 
the 
entire coimtrv. 


"We pay but little attention, as a rule, 
to the new things either," he s,aid. 
"The 
fact is that most people of today will 
not even go so far as to take a second 
look at some new invention, unless that 


particular invention happens to be in 
their own line of work or reflecting on 
their own personal interests. 


"Today we spend the major portion 
of ovur time in a mad and headlong rush 
for money and it is the common saying 
to the world that Americans will do 
almost anything where 
they 
have 
a 
chance to add another dollar to their 
treasury." 


Our School Pride. 


Professor Boynton then discussed the 
eeducational conditions 
of the 
United 
States as a whole and incidentally took 
occasion to criticise the much evidenced 
mock and ridicule hurled at 
President 
Wilson by the antagonistic press whose 
excuse for not supporting him was only 
in the fact that he was an educator. He 
gave as an example the attitude of the 
Hearst papers, always referring to Pres- 
ident Wilson 
as 
"Professor" 
Wilson. 
They did this, he observed, for effect 
and in a sense for ridicule. 
It is the 
same attitude, he declared, as that main- 
tained by numerous eastern publications 
that continually 
referred to 
Attorney 
Jerome as "the most learned counsel." 


"One of the most difficult things t.o 
contend with in the schools today," said 
Professor Boynton, "is the attempt 
to 
please all classes of people. 
We 
aro 
proud of our schools and there is never 
any doubt - but 
what 
our 
educational 
institutions are the best in the world, 
l)ut it is a tremendous task to adopt i.h:; 
best systems to appeal uniformily to all 
classes. 


"Today we have three distinct classes 
and the lirst of tJiese is the ultra-con- 
servative, a class that insists and per- 
sists 
in remaining 
idle and 
following 
nothing but tlie old customs and man- 
nerisms. 
The second class, the 
great 
iniddie group of people, a class willing 
to be led and influenced, oftentimes by 
the person who is able to present the 
last argument 
in 
the loudest 
fashion. 
The third class is the group of people 
known as radicals, whose acts and deeds 
often cause the woild to laugh, yet un- 
inindfiil of the fun. they in some man- 
ner niaiiage to get along without ap- 
parent dilhrulties. 
In the school sys- 
tem we must follow some line that will 
appeal to these three classes." 


The Newest Ideas. 


In speaking further of the evoluti-.ni 
of educational ideas Professor Boynton 
•^aid in |iart: 


•'i.et us go back to the ancient days 
>vhen th" monastic idea was ¡irevnlent 
in the school system—as well as in ;ill 
other things. 
The monks assumed tlia; 
they could glorify the spirit by dmn^ 
indignities to 1 he body. They were noi 
rontent to ignore the bod.r, but insisted 
upon persecuting themselves.

RESUMES ITS ADVANCE 


(Editor's ISTote.—After th© capture of 
Malolos, the rebel capital, told in pre- 
ceding chapters, the American force be- 
gan an a4vance after the fleeing rebels.) 


CfflAPTER XVTII.

Various considerations mada it neeea- 
sary for the second division to remain 
at Malolos for more than three weeks 
• before reau m i n g 
the advance along 
along the railroad. 
Our brigade com- 
mander, 
Brigadier 
General H. G. Otis, 
believing that 
the 
war 
was 
about 
over, restgned and 
v a s 
succeeded 
by 
Brigadier 
General 
Ixjyd Wiho a t o n, 
who had heretofore 
been in the 
com- 
mand of a separate 
brigade, acting 
as 
a reserve and 
as 
line of communica- 
tion troops in the

The 
delay 
at 
>Ialolos was not without stirring inci- 
dents. The insurgent forces, still xmder 
the able and energetic lAma, were 
m 
heary fores on our front and right, and, 
despite thn numerous drubbings 
they 
had received, were full of fight. 


In the meantime all preparations were 
made for continuing the advance up the 
raili'oad. 
Our old comrades of the Third 
artillery were to be left behind to gar- 
rison Malolos, so that the First brigade 
was reduced to ihe Montana and Kansas 
regiments. 
In the Second brigade the 
Tenth Pennsylvania was relieved by the 
Ffty-first Iowa, a regiment that had not 
' yet'had ot>fortunity for field servic-e. 


As one of the preliminaries of the re- 
sumption of the campaign, Major J. F. 
Bell, with Troop K, Fourth cavalry, was 
Bent on April 28 on a reconnaissance to- 
ward the ix)wn of Quinga, on the river of 
thfit name, and became so deeply in- 
volved In an engagement with a greatly 
«uperîor force of the enemy under Pablo 
Tecson that portions of the Nebraska 
and l o ^ a regiments were sent to the 
fccen«. The ensuihg combat was one of 
unupuftl severity, th® Nebraska regiment 
alone losing f<mr killed and tWrty-one 
wounded, among the former 
its 
able 
commander, OoTonel John M. 
Stotsen- 
berg. 


Tlie, division rtreumed operations 
on 
the naxt day, Hale'e brigade moving out 
from our right flank, crossing the Quin- 
giin near the scene of the fight of the 
prr-vious day. and sweeping down 
its 
righ.v bank, cnxrying one line of trenches 
aft-e; anothpr. 
The distance to_^be cov- 
ered by this brigade was much greater 
thai! the march required to bring our 
own in such a position that the whole 
division would be in line at the Bag-Bag, 
the first stream up the railroad from 
Màlolos ; 60 that we were merely formed 
In column and marched out of the town 
to await developments. 


The day was ono of the hottest I have 
Been in the Philippines, and as there ^ 
wa? but little shade when 
we 
wçvo | 
along the raib'oad track, wo lay about 
fairly sweltering and listening intently 
to the heavy firing some miles to our 
Hg-ht. 


With the first shot from our armored 


ALTHOUGH I HAD GONE INTO T H E WATER FIRST, BALL BEAT ME 
TO THE BANK, 


Hale's brigade was already about to 
force the passage of the Kio Cljico, aiid 
the men of the First Montana were clos- 
ing in. We could see that the farthest 
span of the fine steel bridge had been let 
down into the water, so that an attempt 
to rush the structure and get directly 
into the trenches on the other bank was 
not practicable. 
I thought it might be 
done by swimming around the bi-oken 
span, and called on th« men nearest «me 
to come along. 


Taking off our shoes and leaving be- 
hind our arms and ammunition, Lieu- 
tenant Ball, 
Sergeant 
Enslow, 
Chief 
Trumpeter Barshfield, Corporal A, 
M. 
Ferguson, of Company E, and 
myself 
were soon in. 
Although I had got into 
the water 
first, 
Ball beat me to thé 
bank, being a faster swimmer, and the 
four of us, barefooted, 
unarmed 
and 
dripping, rushed into the trench to find 
in it only the dead and disabled. 


The flijing at this point hafl ceased be- 
fore we entered the water, but we hast- 
ily gatliered up a few rifles and cart- 
ridges to use in case of emergency, and 
awaited 
developments. 
At about 
the 
same time 
troops betonging to Hale's 
brigade had forced the passage of the 
Rio Chico above us, and as this stream 
in conjunction with the Quingua forms 
the Bag-Bag they were on the same side 
with us. 
The sharp little fight of the 
Bag-Bag was over in less than an hour 
after the naval gun on the armored train 
had opened the ball, and one more of 
the elaborately built lines of the Filipino 
defenses had been given up to the in- 
vader.

in the darkness to hold on until others 
could cross. 
Just as we were scouting 
for k good crossing a dog barked, there 
was a flash of a score of rifles on the 
other bank, and we were again beaten. 


At the same time a cannon boomed 
through the night to warn the Insurgents 
to be on their guard, and a number of 
rockets ascended. 


At 1 o'clock In the morning, tired, dis- 
guested 
and "disheartened, we dragged 
ourselves back to the regiment's position 
and threw ourselves on the ground for a 
little sleep. 
Both sides were worn out, 
and there was no firing until daylight.

Our lesBon today is the story of a 
rich young man whose money became a 
root of bitterness to him, 
hindrance 
to true success. We shall all understand 
the story better if we go back 
child- 
liood and recall our first knewledge of 
money and property, of ownership and 
stewardship. 
Some 
one gave you 
a 
penny in payment for some little sei-v- 
ic 
or a.s a gift. In either case you kn:'\v 
the penny 
became yours. 
Y'ou knew 
also that the penny itself could not bo 
eaten. 
It was useful only for exchange. 
You could biiy candy with it or help 
the poor or pay for a penny Testament 
for children in missionary lands. 
Mia- 
fiionary 
and charitable giving developed 
Bome slight sense of stewardship. 
Y'ou 
soon learned that you received money 
not alone to buy what would please vou, 
hut 
as soinetliing through which you 
could do good to others. 


Y'oung people seldom lore money for 
its own sake. 
They are usually so eager 
to spend it for the pleasures it will 
bring that they need to be in-ged to save 
a part of it. 
Boys and girls should be 
taught early to save money for the fu- 
ture. 
Not 30 many men and 
women 
Would miss marriage and parentage and 
the joys of a homo of their own if boys 
and girls were taught that $3.30 a week 
saved will in thirty years at 
savings 
bank 
interest become something 
more 
than $10.000—a handy sum to educate 
your boys and 'girls if you begin in the 
teens to 
save so murli by giving 
up 
"things which 
are useless 
if not 
also 
harmful. 
"SVTiether we accomulate some 
property by saving or receive it as the 
young 
ruler" probably 
did—^by 
inher- 
itance from a father 
or 
relative—we 
must keep ever in mind that money and 
property should never be allowed to be- 
come dear to us, but should be thought 
of (1) as a means to an end. useful only 
for what they can do; and (2) as a sa- 
cred trust which we are to use on oui'- 
selves only to make ourselves stronger 
fn mind and body and soul to serve God, 
and our fellows. 


We can almost always see, if we stop 
to think, that oiu: property, even when 
We seem to eani it, is in larger part due 
to what God and our neighbors 
have 
done to help us. 
Look at the bread on 
your table. 
You bought it, you say, of 
the baker; but of whom did he get it? 
From the miller in 
flour. 
And from 
whom did the miller get it? 
From the 
farmer in grain. 
And the farmers senior 
partner is God. 


Misers are almost as mea- and even 
more fooli.^h, for they allow their hearts, 
which should love God and man, to be- 
come lovers of mere coins, as if one 
should love a flag pole rather than the 
flag it was made to uphold! 
The miser, 
as his name suggests, is miserable even 
beyond the begger. 
More 
frequently 
men love the power and pleasures that 
wealth brings to its possessor. 
And this 
we shall see wa« the case with the rich 
young ruler. 


One of the best' ^^-ays to prevent prop- 
erty from becoming a cui-se to us is to 
make it a consta.nt blessing to others by 
systematic 
giving. 
God 
has 
plainly 
shown in the Bible that he 
claims 
a 
tenth of our income as the loya] tribute

to be clearly the beat way to raake our 
business honor God in the blessing of 
man. 


"And as he was going forth in kTie 
way there ran one to him, and kneeled 
to him, and asked him, GiX)d Teacher, 
what shall I do that 
I 
may 
inherit 
eternal life?" 
Surely here is great earn- 
estness and sincerity. 
A 
rich 
young 
church 
trustee—that 
is what 
a 
rich 
young ruler of 
the 
synagogue 
cor- 
responds to in our daj--—comes running 
on the street after the Nazarene rabbi, 
whom his fello^v officers in the Jewish 
chm-ch despise. 
He even kneels in the 
dust of the street at the feet of Jesus in 
his 
intense desire for such an nbundnnt 
life as he has seen and felt in Jesus, as 
he has listened to his words and seen 
his miracles. 
Young men often speak 
of "seeing life," and it Is death 
they 
see. 
But this young man wished to see 
and feel life at the full, in place of the 
unsatisfying social and reli^otis formali- 
ties among which he lived. 
Jesus in re- 
ply seeks to make him appreciate what 
"Good 
ilencltcr" 
should 
mean. 
Only 
God is really "good," 
and Jesus would 
remind him that he is himself "good," 
because he is also God. And then Jesus 
recites several commandments that ex- 
press man's duty to his fellows, and the 
young 
ruler 
says 
in 
quiet 
pride: 
"Teacher, all these things have I ob- 
served from my youth up." "And Jesus, 
looking upon him. loved him, and said 
imto him. One thing thou lackest." 
To 
show by a test that could not be dis- 
puted what that lack was. he bade him 
give all his property to the poor, and 
so transfer his wealth to heaven, and 
then come in the fellowship of equal 
poverty to bo one of Christ's disciples. 
Th-^ other apostles, with little to give 
up. had given up all their boats and nets 
and other earthly goods and human ties. 
He must do the same to enter into that 
original Society of Jesus. 
The test un- 
covered a hidden love of the power and 
pleasure that go with riches. 
He was 
not willing to go so far. 
and turned 
away "sorrowful"—completing the story 
of a young man lovable but lost. 
Dante 
pictures his still sorrowful form in the 
Inferno of the dead M 


"The shade of him who made through 


cowardice 
The great refusal." 


Note that profoundly 
interpretative 
word, "cowardice." 
We can not think of 
this rich young man as in any sense a 
raiser. 
Youjig men seldom love money 
for its own sake. 
He loved the power 
and position and pleasures that wealth 
brought, and lacked the courage to turn 
from the rosy path 
of 
luxury to the 
stony path of altmistic service, just as 
most rich young men do today. Pastors 
of a southern city recently, comparing 
the fruits of the winter's revivals, «dis- 
covered that all were alike in the fact 
that not a rich man had been among 
the penitents 
at 
their 
altars. 
Lady 
Huntington, one of the few titled peo- 
ple of her time who 
were 
active 
in 
CTiristian 
service, thanked God for the 
letter "m"' in that text, "Not many ricn. 
not many mightyfi not many nnblo are 
called." 
There are a few in every a^e 
that can not be separated by 
wealth 
from God and the service of man. "May 
their tribe increase." 


At the close of the study of this les- 
son, in a city of Montana, a few ycavs 
ago, I was suddenly confronted by the 
rich young ruler in American flesh and 
blood. 
I had been accustomed to see a 
chapter of the Bible step out alive every 
horn- when in Bible lands, but here was 
the ricfi. young ruler confronting me in 
a modern dress in my own land. 
"I am 
the rich young ruler," the young banker 
to whom I refer said to me. 
"I ought 
to give up my money-making and devote 
myself to the moral and religious up- 
lift of wcked people on this frontier. 
But I want to achieve a business suc- 
cess. 
I want the struggle and the vic- 
tory and the power and pleasure it will 
bring. 
I am not willing to give all this 
up to do good." 
There was 
intense 
seriousness in this frank self-revelation, 
and in spite of all I could say he "went 
away sorrowful." 


All my life I have been meeting Amer- 
ican and British reincarnations of the 
rich 3'oung ruler, not all of them, rulers, 
not all young, and not all of them very 
very rich, but all of them experiencing 
the battle of commercialism and altru- 
ism—some of them coming out of it, not 
soiTowful in defeat, but joyful in vic- 
tory. 
"UTien the writer Avas six years 
old, at the time when Fremont was the 
anti-slavery 
presidential 
candidate, 
church officers who 
were 
subjects 
of 
"King Cotton" in the north, arid feared 
emancipation might hiu't New England's 
cotton mills, formed a gauntlet tb keep 
my 
father 
from 
voting 
the 
liberty 
ticket. It was t u t another case of those 
who refused the call of Christ to duty

phine Preston, state superintendent of 
schools, the first woman in Washington 
elected to a. state oflioe, took charge. 


As a reiult, it is a safe prediction that 
the next legislature will authorize the 
establishment of vocational training in 
the public schools, particularly in the 
high schools, 


"Vocational 
training," 
according 
to 
Mrs. Preston, "i.s that form of education 
whose controlling pin-pnse Is to fit for 
useful and .efficient service in agricul- 
ture, trades and industries, or occupa- 
tions connected with the household, and 
which is given to individuals who indi- 
cate an occupational aim in life." 


In the past, the high schools have been 
employed for the prep.aratnry education 
of lawyers, doctors, scholars and preach- 
ers. 
For those who were to engage in 
skilled labor, the high 
school 
offered 
nothing. 


"I %vant to •see a coTirse of training 
established so that onr boys and girls 
can go out in tlie world and earn a liv- 
ing at whatever occupation they are test 
fitted for instead of that Avhich is wished 
on them," continued ?\Trs. Preston. 


To a limited extent, vocational train 
ing has had a try-ont in 
this 
state 
through the manual training and domes- 
tic science department in both gi'ammar 
and high schools. 
An example of the 
beneficial results of even a limited course 
was furnished in Olympia recently when 
the girls were entered in a dressmak- 
ing contest. The first prize was Avon by 
Miss Evelyn Kane, a sophomore, for a 
pretty gingham dress made at a cost of 
ninety-eight cents. 


At the next session of the legislature 
Mrs. Preston will urge a special appro- 
priation to secnro.trained instnictora in 
the various trades and domestic science 
and to furnish the schools With all the 
necessary equipment. 


"There is particular urgency for voca- 
tional training now," says Mrs. Preston, 
"on account of the minimum Wage legis- 
lation. 
If a girl is not up to the mini- 
mum wage efficiency, she can not obtain 
any employment at all. 
The vocational 
school will make her efficient in the 
work for which she ia most adapted." 


REDUCES WATER RATES. 


Richmond Decision First of Its Kind by 
Indiana Commission. 


Indianapolis, Ind., June 19.—Deciding 
the first water case since its origaniza- 
tion, the public service commission has 
announced a read.iustment of the sched- 
ule of rates to be paid by patrons of tho 
Richmond waterworks at Richmond. The 
new schedule will become effective June 
30. 
The rate for 3,300 domestic con- 
sumers, using water by meter is re- 
duced from 25 to 20 cents for each 1,000 
gallons consumed. 
Other meter rates 
are changed. 
The annual meter rent.il 
fee is reduced from $3 to $2, and a fee 
of $10, heretofore charged for .extend- 
ing service pipes and tapping a main, ¡3 
eliminated entirely. 
Hereafter the city 
Avill be required to pay for all water 
consumed because the utility fict jg op^ 
posed to discriminations being permit- 
ted. The commission made no change in 
flat rates for domestic consumers, Avhioh 
now ran^e from $3 a year for one room 
to $0 a year for eleven room ,house.*

BAD MILK AT TERRE HAUTE. 


State Chemist Finds Formaldehyde Used 
for First Time in Years. 


Indianapolis, June 19.—H. E. Barnard, 
state food and drug commissioner, has 
reported that chemists 
in 
the 
state 
laboratory found that a sample of milk 
received from 
Terre 
Kaute 
contained 
formaldehyde. 
This was the first time 
in seven years that such a preservative 
has been found iil milk 
sold in 
this 
state. 


"This preservative formerly was xised 
pretty 
generally 
under 
misleading 
names, but I did not know that there 
was a dairyman in the state who would 
dare to use it now," said Mr. Barnard. 
"J supposed that every dairyman knew 
by this time that it is a serious crime 
to put formaldehyde in milk because it 
is poison to infante.

Lowers Suicide Rate at Niagara Falls 


Since the 
appointment of 
Motorcycle 
Officer Collins by the Niagara park com- 
mission to patrol the district 
surround- 
ing Niagara Falls and Goat island, m a n y 
persons have been prevented from throw- 
ing themselves 
into the 
Niagara 
river. 
The rushing water of the rapids seems to 
have a peculiarly hynotic effect on people 
who are depressed, and it is said t h a t an 
average of two persons a month disappear 
there. 
However, since Officer Collins has 
been assigned to patrol the district, this 
average has been materially lowered. 
He 
rides all around Goat island and the nar- 
row gorge route, (-ovcring many times a 
day the territory which it would require 
several men afoot or mounted on horses 
to patrol. Coming upon persons who seem 
particularly affected by 
the "appeal" of 
the water, Collins engages them in con- 
versation—the 
moment of temptation 
is 
past and a tragedy has been averted by 
the timely appearance of the 
motorcycle 
officer. 


Officer Collins has also been of material 
assistance to the park commission in pre- 
venting 
the 
destruction 
of 
property 
by 
thoughtless or careless tourists. 
He finds 
the motorcycle very economical for patrol 
work. 
So far he has ridden more 
than 
2,000 miles and lias never had a puncture, 
and he finds the cost of operating 
the 
two-wheeler very low.

guarded by a motorcycle patrolman is the 
part of the old Santa Fe trail which is 
incorporated in t!ie park system of K a n - 
sa.s City, :MO., and which is patrolled by 
Motorcycle Officer Merritt.

Life Insurance Figures 


Statistics gathered by the Insurance Press show that 


'during the year 1914 life insurance organizations of the 
United States and Oanada distributed the enormous sum 
of $646,550,000. Of this amount $419,300,000 represents 
claims paid in the United States and Oanada, and the rest 
payments for pexmium savings and surrender values, and 
to annuitants and in foreign countries. 


Claims were paid in Indianapolis amounting to $1,- 


310,500; the next largest payments in the state were made 
in Terre Hante, amounting to $437,500; Richmond receiv- 
ed $351,250; Evansville, $311,000; South Bond, $265.250; 
Fort Wayne, $201,750, Lafayette, $179.500; Anderson, 
$138,750; Marion, $127,500; Logansportr $106,000. There 
were ninety-five cities in the state where the claims 
amounted to more than $10,000. 


That the life insurance companies constitute a tre- 


mendous financial factor in America has long been fully 
realized, bu t the real extent of their operations will prob- 
ably be a revelation to those who have not heretofore 
taken occasion to look into the matter. During the past 
year the aggregate of the life insurance written and re- 
vived in the United States by the regular companies was 
almost $3,300,000, the increase of 1912 amounting to $152,- 
000,000, the, press statistics show. 


The general conditions of other lines of business were 


. indicated by record of the life insurance business, notably 


by the records of policy loans. The adverse conditions of 
'business in 1913 was indicated by ihc inun-n.se in policy 
loans during the year, the Press says. 


The amount "F tho increase oi rlio iiuisl'.;tiu.img loan 


account at the close of the. year \vas$(i;;,725,(]i)U, against an 
increase of $43,12-14,000 in 1912, •.>, difi'eronn- ..(-' nearly $20,- 
600,000. The disbursements for surrendered ;:nd pur- 
chased policies amounted last year to $87,350,000, an in- 
crease of about $3.350,000 over the amount of 1912. 


The record of tho payments for death claims and ma- 


tured endowments last year by the companies that had 95 
per cent, of the business showed increase, to the amount of 
$5,530,000, compared with $14,890,000 for 1912. In many 
cases of death claims, accidents were cited, notably auto- 
mobile accidents. 


In this connection it is interesting to note that the life, 


insurance business was never so capably conducted as it 
is today, and that never have the interests of the policy- 
holder been RO carefully safeguarded by legal restriction 
as is the case today. 


Trustee Branning supplies the interesting informa- 


tion that owners of 363 dogs in Wayne township have thus 
far this year neglected to pay taxes on the canines, and 
that prosecutions will begin on July 5 in those cases in 
which payment haa not been made, with the execution on 
the dog on which tax has not been paid as tbo extreme 
penalty. The serious phase of the problem is whether 
Wayne township can really afford to spare any of those 363 
dogs. 


In deciding its first waterworks case the Indiana pub- 


lice service commission has ordered a reduction in the 
water rate to private consumers at Richmond from 25 
cents to 20 cents per thousand gallons. The incident is of 
local interest chiefly from the fact that it affords Port 
Wayne another occasion to be grateful that it owns its own 
waterworks system. We are still getting off much easier 
than Richmond in the matter of water prices. 


Auditor Calvin H. "Brown's settlement sheets show 


that Allen county collected a total of more than $891,000 
in taxes in the spring installment this year, or about $80,- 
000 in excess of any previous collection. You will observe 
incidentally that Allen is not only a pretty big sort of 
county but that it is still getting bigger. 


The dedication of the handsome new court house at 


'Auburn Thursday was a notable day in DeKalb county 
history, and it marked an event of which our neighbors 
north may be justifiably proud. Also, -they tolerated the 
old shack formerly in use long enough to' be able to fully 
p#preciate the. new county, building.

public 


school ho\' who may be rust on a desert 
island, like Robinson Cruso, may know 
how to take care of himself and get 
along comfortably if an experiment suc- 
ceeds which baa been started in tho 
American Museum of Xatural History 
and similar institutions in other cities. 


Thirty-five boys of 51J grade, 
ago 


about 12 years, were chosen for the class 
hers. All of them prepared for the les- 
sons by reading "Robinson Crusoe/' At 
their first visit to tbe museum they were 
taken to n small lecture hall, where the 
teacher had placed a collection of utone 
implements, wooden, shell 
and 
gourd 


utensils, baskets, pottery ;ind weapons. 
As the boys handled 
and 
acquainted 


themselves with the construction ani 
utility of these articles the teacher point" 
ed out to them that these were the ma- 
terials on which primitive, man hod to 
depend, and in shaping which to his use 
he had to exercise his powers of inven- 
tion. This was a lesson on the begin- 
ning of things, and it was thorughly 
learned by the boys before they wero 
taken to anything else. 


The instruction 
then 
proceeded 
to 


show the increase of rrnvn's po.wer over 
matter, as illustrated by the evolution 
of tools and the gradual development of 
perception and memory into reason. A 
river pebble was shown as the earliest 
hammer; next the hammei-fitone, with 
pits hollowed to fit the 
thumb 
and 


fingers; then tha shaping of the imple- 


ment, to augment its utility while di- 
minishing tin- effort reipiiri-d to prothiro 
effect. 
Ax.'s and knives i,{ Hint, chert 


and obsidian were examined, nnd sym- 
metry and adaptation, as brought 'mit 
by successive human periods, were close- 
ly observed. 


'Hie objiM't lessons included study of 


the primitive digging 
stick, 
precursor 


of the hue and plow; bows, arrows, 
slings, shell and iron pointed spears; 
implements designed 
for the prepara- 


tion of fond and their development into 
modern dishes. 
Emphasis was laid on 


the persistence -of form in certain ar- 
ticles, and on the consequent ingenuity 
and invention from simple origins whin'h 
led to the complex machinery and proc- 
esses of modern times. 


One lesson took up fire making and 


the preparation nf clothing, and then 
the, 
instinct for making useful things 


shapely, and for expression of the hu- 
man love of beauty in the beginning of 


\Vhen class work was finished some of ' 


the boys called at the museum of their 
own accord to ask the instructor fur- 
ther questions concerning classroom sub- 
jects, showing that the class work had 
not only interested them, but had made 
them eager to learn more.

The division raBiimed operations on 


the next day, Hole's brigade moving out 
from our right flank, crossing tho Quin- 
gvn near the scene of the fight of tho 
previous day. and sweeping down Its 
tight bank, carrying one line of trenches 
after another.

thnn the march required to bring our 
own in such n. position that thn whole 
division would be in line at thn Bag-Bag, 
the first stream up the railroad from 
Malolos; so that we were merely formed 
In column and marched out of the town 
to await development*. 


The day was ono of the hottest I have 


teen in tho Philippine*, and as there 
•was. but little shade when 
we 
were 


ftlong the railroad track, wo lay about 
fairly sweltering and listening intently 
to the heavy firing some miles to our 
right. 


With the first nhot from our armored 


train the apparently empty trenches hod 
ronn to life, straw hats bobbed up and 
lown, once more we hrard the peculiar

lets zipped through

A private of the hospital corps, wait- 


Ing with his pouch for the call to others 
In need, leaped from ono, of tho box cars, 
grasped wildly a.t his throat, deluged 
with blood those who were trying to as- 
sist him. and fell dead at our feet.

Reconnoltcring parties crept cmitlouslv 


forward to the river bank and seized ud"- 
vantageou* positions, from which they 
opened flro on tho enemy. 


And so wore away all of a fiercely Ibot 
7, with the popping of rifles, the oc- 


casional boom of a cannon and nwinh of 
a shell and no end of stirring incidents; 
but when night came to the exhausted 
men. 
with its soollng breezes, hut little 


had been accomplished. I talked with 
both the division and the brigade com- 
manders, and saw that they were deeply 
concerned over the situation, and thought 
it was up to some one to do something, 
and so volunteered to attempt to carry 
the bridge by assault with about a. dozen

hut finally" Ferguson came back with the 
information that at the far end the 
stringers had been removed. Our cher- 
ished enterprise WM shown to be abso 
lutely hopclCTs, but In the meantime tht 
requisite number of men had volun- 
teered to aisist in tho assault. 


I lent word to my superior* that the 


plan w«s'hopeless, and with 120 men 
from my regiment sneaked down the 
river for a mile, thinking that we might 
find a, raft, or improvise one. and by ef- 
fecting a surprise get enough men across 
in the darkness to hold on until othcrR 
could cross. Just M we were scouting 
for a good crossing a dog barked, thrre 
was a flaflh of a score of rifles on the 
other bank, and wo were again beaten. 


At the Mine time a cannon boomed 


through the night to warn the Insurgents 
to be on their guard, and a number of 
rockets ascended. 


At I o'clock in the morning, tired, dl"- 


gufisied and disheartened, we dragged 
ourselves back to the regiment's position 
and threw ourselves on the ground for a 
little sleep. Both sides were worn out 
and there was no firing until davlight!

BAD MILK AT TERRE HAUTE. 


State Chemist Finds Formaldehyde Used 


for First Time in Years. 


Indinnnpolip. June in.—H. E. Barnard, 


state food and drug commissioner, haa 
reported tlmt. chemists 
in 
the ' state 


laboratory found that a sample of milk 
received from 
Terre Haute contained 


formaldehyde. 
This wns the first time 


In seven years that suc.h a preservative 
has been found in milk \nold in this 
state. 


"This preservative formerly was tuted 


pretty 
generally 
under 
misleading 


names, but I did not know that there 
was a dairyman in the state who would 
darn to use it. now," said Mr. Barnard. 
"I supposed that every dairyman knew 
by this time that it is a scrioua crime 
to put formaldehyde in milk because it 
is poison to infants. A special state Inw 
provides a penalty for using Bucli a. pre- 
fccrvative."
